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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD,

Another year has passed, and we as Agents for the School 
District submit the report of the schools for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1899. The attendance has been very good, except 
the winter term, which, owing to bad weather and sickness, 
has been below the average. 


_ There has been thirty weeks of school taught in all of the 

twelve districts, except at Water Village where, owing to the 
small number of scholars, we did not think it advisable to 
have any school in the summer. 


While we look back over the year’s work in the several 
schools; we can see places for improvements, but on the whole 
we feel well satisfied with the progress the scholars have made; 
however, we wish to raise the schools to a still higher stand- 
ard, and in order to do so we must have the hearty support of 
the parent; to raise money for schooling is not the only thing 
necessary for the success of our schools. Show your interest 
by frequent visits to the schools, and thus encourage the 
children and teacher in their work. 


We believe that education is the stronghold of every free 
government, and we shall do all in our power to promote ed- 
ucation in its true sense. 


While we do not wish to say anything against a classic ed- 
ucation, we do say give the boys and girls a bread and butter 
education first, and we recommend that the town raise the 
same as last year for school purposes. 


The school books are in very good condition. It has cost 
about ninety cents per scholar for supplies during the past 
year; this amount includes the cost of books, paper, pencils, 
pens, ink, crayons, ete. 


Our schoo! houses are in good repair; the Ossipee and Lake 
houses have each received two coats of paint inside and out; 
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the Brown school house has been extensively repaired, in- 
cluding new sills, clapboarding and painting, besides minor 
repairs on other houses. 


It would be economy to paint the Granite and Fogg’s 
Ridge houses, and the one at Brown’s should also receive 
another coat of paint the coming year. 


Realizing that the welfare of our town, state and nation 
depends upon the boys and girls of today, let us do our duty 
by them and ourselves by giving them a good education. 


Thanking the citizens for their liberal support in the past, 
we would urge them to continue the same in the future, and 
thus help to lay the true foundation of all free government, 
—a free and enlightened people.
